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Truman Raps McCarthy, Says Crime National Problem 


Government Loses 
In Texas City Suits 


HOUSTON, April 13.—Off1)—A fed-< 


eral judge ruled today the U. S. 
government was at fault in the 
1947 Texas City disaster which took 
more than EOO lives. 
Federal District Judge T. M. 
Kennerly ruled that 8,485 parties 
who had sued for $200,000,000 in 
damages "are entitled to . judg- 
ment" as a result of explosion 
and disaster. 
Each suit now must go before a 
federal 
judge to determine its 
merits—how much each plaintiff 
is to receive. 
The ruling came only three days 
before the third anniversary of the 
waterfront explosions which killed 
612, injured 3,000 
and 
virtually 


•wrecked the coastal city. 
••» 
The judge ruled specifically in 
the suits of Elizabeth H. Dalehite 
for $50,000 and of Henry Dalehite, 
Jr., for $15,000. 
But the ruling was extended to 


cover the huge mass of suits— 
510 suing on death claims, 588 for 
personal Injury and 6,987 
for" 
property damage. 
The plaintiffs had maintained 
that the horrible blast was due to 
the negligence of the U. S. govern- 
ment in enforcement of safety reg- 
ulations at the Texas City docks, 
where ammonium nitrate was being 
loaded. 
But the government blamed the 
steamship 
companies 
involved, 
longshore unions and 
stevedore 


firms; 
Judge Kennerly, in the order en- 
tered today in the federal district 
clerk's office, said that the govern- 
ment employes handling the am- 
monium nitrate had been negli- 
gent, and that there had not been 
proper inspection and tests of the 
fertilizer. 
"I concluded that the plaintiffs 
are entitled to judgment," the judge 
said.

It was at 9:12 a. m. on .April 16, 
1947, that Ammonium nitrate in 
the S. S. Grandcamp, a 7,176-ton lib- 
erty ship owned by the French 
government, exploded.

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U.S. Labor Scene 
Is Made Brighter 
By Oil Industry 


WASHINGTON. 
April 
13.—UP) 
—The 
government's 
Bureau of 


Labor Statistics today painted a 
rosy picture of growing employ- 
ment 
opportunities in the pe- 
troleum production and refining 
industry. 
The bureau based its prediction 


on a continuing rise .in demand 
for petroleum products. 
It said approximately 
400,000 
workers are now employed In 
petroleum production and refin- 
ing—out of a total of about 1,- 
500,000 persons employed in all 
branches of the petroleum in- 
dustry. 
The bureau's views were 
ex- 
pressed in an article in a labor 
department publication, the April 
issue of the Monthly Labor Re- 
view. 
It said more than 200,000 work- 
ers are employed in petroleum 
production, 
either 
exploration, 
drilling and rig building, ac op- 
erating and maintaining the na- 
tions' 445,000 producing wells. 
Texas leads in the number of 
oil field jobs, followed by Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Illinois. California, 
Louisiana and Pennsylvania. 
The bureau said the 375 re- 
fineries in the nation employ 
another 200,000 workers. Lead- 
ing refinery states are Texas, 
California, Pennsylvania, Indi- 
ana, Louisiana and New Jersey. 
The bureau's article said: 
"A continued rise in demand 


during the next five to 10 years 
is indicated by these factors: 
"Increasing number 
of motor 
vehicles in use. growth of mili- 
tary and 
civilian aviation, 
in- 
creased use of oil in 
heating, 
wider application of 
the Diesel 
engine, greater use of petroleum 
by-products, and the growth of 
U. S. population and industry." 


Hungry Rejects 
U. S. Charges Of 
Pact Violations 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, April 13— 


UP)—Hungary has rejected a U. S. 
note accusing her of violating Am- 
erican-Hungarian treaties by fail- 
Ing to pay adequate compensation 
for nationalized American-owned 
property. 


The reply insisted that Hungary 
is willing to negotiate regarding 
such 
compensation as she is at 
present with other countries. 
The 
Hunarian note said, how- 
ever, that the Budapest government 
wants to bring up In such negotia- 
tions the question of 
Hungarian 
property "carried to the west by 
German Fascists." It said Ameri- 
can authorities in Germany refus- 
ed to return the property. 
The U. S. note demanded nego- 
tiation for a settlement and charg- 
ed that Hungary's nationalization 
decree last December discriminated 
in that it did not include joint Hun- 
garian-Soviet oil, shipping and avia- 
tion enterprises. 
Hungary replied that as a sover- 
eign state she "has the indisputa- 
ble right to decide the question of 
nationalization and to determine 
the ways and means of the 
com- 
pensatlon to be paid." 
Haiti Attempting 
TolRidNatioiipf 
?eriereal iJisease 


NEW YORK, April 13—Iff1)—The 


first campaign in world history to 
free a whole nation from venereal 
disease by treating each citizen 
with penicillin is reported ready 
to start this month in Haiti. 
It will take two years; at least 
$750,000. It also will force med- 
ical teams to travel by jeep and 
horseback into Haiti's mountains 
to reach each one of the island 
republic's 3,500,000 persons. 
The project was announced by 
Dr. Jaime Veldardo-Thome of the 
United Nations World Health Or- 
ganization (WHO.) 
Doctors estimate that one out of 


every four 
Haitians 
has either 
syphilis or gonorrhea, and that 85 
per cent of them suffer from yaws, 
a skin disease with some resembl- 
ance to syphilis. 
Penicillin is effective against all 
three in most cases. 
The project is being sponsored by 
the Haitian government and the 
two United Nations agencies, the 
WHO and the International Chil- 
dren's Emergency Fund. 
Before it is complete, similar 
campaigns will, be launched in In- 
donesia and, on a smaller scale, in 
the Dominican 'Republic, 
which 
shares the island of Hispaniola with 
Haiti.

'PRESIDENT 
HINTS LIBEL

WASHINGTON, April

In a new blast at Senator McCar- 
thy. President Truman today ques- 
tioned whether it is possible to li- 
bel the Wisconsin Republican. 


Truman's 
remarks came at a 
news conference when he was ask- 
ed about a recent statement 
by 
Senator Taft (R-Ohio). , 


Taft had said the president libel- 


ed McCarthy by cracking at Key 
West, Fla., recently that McCar- 
thy was the Kremlin's biggest as- 
set in the United States. 
"Do you think that's possible?" 
Truman fired back at his ques- 
tioner. And he said it was all 


. right to use direct quotations. 
Truman went on to say he hadn't 
read all that Taft had said; that 
he doesn't read all the political col- 
umns of all the people running for 
re-election. 
Taft made his statement Truman, 
McCarthy and libel in a column he 
distributes to Ohio newspapers. 
Taft is up for re-election this 
year Truman noted. He added 
that he thinks the Ohio senator 
is Interested in something else a 
couple of years from now. 
The Ohio senator is frequently 
mentioned as a possible GOP pres- 
idential candidate in 1952. 
Truman's original blast at Mc- 
Carthy was in defending the state 
department from 
the 
senator's 
charges that it harbors Commun- 
ists and their sympathizers. 
A senate foreign relations sub- 
commiteee is investigating 
the 
charges and next week is to hear 
testimony from Louis Budenz, for- 
mer 
Communist leader who re- 


nounced his affaliation with 
the 
party. 
There are reports that another 
witness, also described as a former 
Communist, may be called. 
McCarthy's investigators were re- 
ported to have talked to the pros- 
pective witness, but .there was no 
Vindication what-bearing he jnlgfet 
"nave on the senator's-accusatwh 
that Lattimore is a top' Soviet spy1' 
in this country. Lattimore has vig- 
orously denied the accusation.

Floors Under Chicken And Turkey 
Markets Are Dropped By Government 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—UP)- 
The government narrowed the field 
of Its farm price support opera- 
tions today by announcing that it 
will no longer maintain a floor un- 
der the market for chickens and 
turkeys. 
The department previously had 
dropped dry peas and American- 
Egyptian cotton from the gov- 
ernment price support list. Com- 
modities on which a support de- 
cision for 1950 production still is 
to be made include soy beans, 
rye, oats, barley and grain sor- 
ghums. 
The commitment to support hogs 
expired March 31, but Secretary 
Brannan has said a new commit- 
ment will be made when and if 
Congress approves an administra- 
tion request for an additional $2,- 
000,000,000 in price support funds. 
The government already has about 
$4,000,000,000 invested in surpluses 
under support programs. 


At the present time, eggs 
and 


dairy products are the only live- 


stock products being supported. 
Dropping of supports for chic- 
kens and turkeys came -at a time 
when farmers are increasing pro- 
duction. The department said its 
action was made at this time so as 
to enable producers to make ad- 
justments in their plans. 
The department bought about 
9,000,000 pounds of turkeys un,der 
last year's support program de- 
signed to assure growers an av- 
erave of 31 cents a pound. It is 
committed to purchase perhaps 
an additional 9,000,000 pounds of 
leftover stocks from last year's 
crop expected to be in storage 
July 1. 
Having had little success in sell- 
ing the turkeys at home or abroad 
under limits of the law, the depart- 
ment is transferring them to the 
school lunch program. 
While it was committed to sun- 
port chickens last year, the depart- 
ment bought none because prices 
averaged above a mandatory sup- 
port level.

Connally Blasts

WASHINGTON, April 13—UK- 


Senator Connally (D-Texas) today 
accused Republican senators 
of 
"base slander" in blaming the col- 
lapse of Nationalist China on the 
state department. 
Connally, chairman of the 
for- 
eign relations committee, shouted 
to the senate that the administra- 
tion had done everything except 
send troops to China in an effort 
to prevent the fall of Chiang Kai- 
Shek's government. 
"I 
don't 
believe anyone here 
would favor sending troops 
from 
Mississippi, from Pennsylvania and 
Oregon to fight and die in China," 
he said. "Yet that's all we failed to 
do and still they say the state de- 
partment 
is responsible for

collapse of the Chiang Kai-Shek 
government." 
Connally's outburst came at a 
time when GOP support of admin- 
istration foreign policy is at a low 
ebb and the senate Republican pol- 
icy committee is considering a pro- 
nouncement on the so-called bipar- 
tisan foreign policy.

April, Acting Like January, Looses 
New Winter Blast At East, Southeast 


WASHINGTON, April 13—(ff)— 


April, already acting 
more 
like 
January, today packed a new blast 
of winter weather to strike freez- 
ing temperatures at blossoming 
spring 
flowers 
throughout 
the 


East and Southeast. 
The U. S. Weather Bureau fore- 
cast sub-freezing 
temperatures 


as far south as the Carollnas and 
Tennessee, threatening early bud- 
ding fruit tres in parts of Dixie. 
For the east there was falling 
snow and temperatures ranging 
as low as 15 to 20 degrees In the 
lower Great Lakes region. 
The cause, a special weather 


bulletin said, is a new movement 
of extreme cold air from Central 
Canada into the northeastern Un- 
ited States. 
Thus far western weather has 


been acting more normally while 
April, a month of warm sunshine 
and showers, has been playing win- 
ter capers in the East. 
In fact, weather bureau figures 


show that in Washington the first 
11 days of April averaged colder 
than the same January period. The 
turnabout probably holds true in 
other eastern and some mid-west- 
ern cities. 
"April has started out five to 


10 degrees below normal all over 
the northeastern quarter of the 
country and south to Florida," 
Lllburn H. Seamon, a weather 
bureau climatology expert, told 
a reporter. 
"We're just paying for what we 
got in January." 
January, you remember, was the 


warmest on record in scores of 
eastern cities, 


"But for any January to be war- 


mer than any April would be most 
unusual," Seamon said. Yet that's 
what's happening. 


For instance, during the week 


ending April 11 temperatures in 
Atlanta averaged 55 degrees, one 
degree colder than its entire Janu- 
ary average. 


The same week, Cincinnati had 


an average temperature of 44, ex- 
actly the same as its January av- 
erge. And Washington's average 
readintr so far for April is 52 de- 
gres, as against January's 53 av- 
erage. 


This just continues what hap- 


pened in March. Of 20 large cities 
checked, all but three had con- 
siderably colder weather all through 
March than they had in January.

CHERBOURG, France, April 13 


—UP)—A Communist protest dem- 
onstration fizzled today as French 
workers began unloading the first 
American guns sent under the At- 
lantic defense pact. Strong police 
o.nd military detachments guard- 
ed the docks. 
In spite of a furious press and 
leaflet campaign by the 
Com- 
munists to get Frenchmen 
to 
refuse to unload the arms and to 


' demonstrate in protest against 
their 
arrival, a feeble attempt 


early this morning by some 50 
demonstrators ended In 10 min- 
utes without a tussle. 
The shipment—first to come to 


continental France under the At- 
lantic defense pact agreement—ar- 
rived before dawn today aboard the 
9-000-ton freighter American Im- 
porter. 
Dock workers, some of them suf- 


fering from long unemployment, 
defied Communist-led union pleas 
to refuse to take the guns from the 
holds. Instead 90 of them swarmed 
over the ship and began lowering 
heavy artillery onto the docks with 
cranes. 
About 600 military police and in- 
fantry soldiers sealed off the 
un- 
loading area of this northern port 
where millions of tons of war ma- 
terial poured in to sustain allied 
armies during the last year of the 
war with Germany. 
It was the second time in two 
days that American arms 
ship- 
ments to western Europe were 
unloaded peacefully despite Com- 
munist threats. 
A similar cargo arrived in Na- 
ples, Italy, yesterday and was low- 
ered ashore under heavy 
police 
and troop guard without incident. 
Piqued by the failure of their dem- 
onstration in Naples the Commun- 
ists 
ordered 
a 
general strike 
throughout the city. This also had 
liftle effect on the normal life of 
the city.

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Smallest Texas Wheat Crop Since 1936 
Predicted By Agriculture Department 


WASHINGTON, April 11—UP)— 


The U.. S, Department of Agricul- 
ture has predicted Texas' 1950 wheat 
crop will be the smallest since 1936. 


The Department estimated the 


hard-hit 1950 crop, as of April 1, 
at 24,940.000 bushels. 


This would be the lowest Texas 


wheat crop since 1936 when drought 
—the same factor reducing 
this 


year's crop—cut the figure to 18,- 
927,000 bushels. Greenbugs as well 
as lack of rain account for the big 
cut in the wheat crop. 


But the drought is severe. Many 


counties in Texas' wheat-growing 
areas—principally the Panhandle 
and Plains country—have had no 
rain of account this year. 


The poor 1950 crop, incidentally, 


continues a trend of alternately 
good and bad years which began in 
1940. 
The 1940 crop, at 62,918,000 


bushels, was thin, but Texas came 
back in 1947 with a bumper 124,270- 
000 bushel crop- The 1948 crop, 
again, was low at 56,290,000 bush- 
els, 
but last year's 102,848,000 was 


good. 


The 1947 crop of 124,270,000 bush- 


els is Texas' all-time record crop. 
Dust storms which have plagued 


West Texas have not directly done 
as much damage as the lack of rain 
and the greenbugs. But the dust 
storms would not have occurred had 
not the sail in the entire Midwest 
and Southwest wheat 
belt 
been 
dried out by Jack of moisture.

dence on every hand. 


The evidence is in the bet 


ter house, better 
clothing 


better food, more leisure anc 
greater recreational oppor 
tunities now, by comparison 
with those of three or foir 
decades ago. More evidence 
is in the automobile, radii 
electrical household equip 
ment which the worker' 
family 
of thirty or fort: 


years ago just didn't have 
And these things are had 
more easily than the much 
less luxurious life of the las' 
generation was earned. Th< 
National Industrial Congresi 
Board has made a compara 
tive study of worker earning 
power of 1914 and 1948. The 
report says that the average 
1914 
wage-earner 
put 
ii 


more than fifty hours a week 
and still didn't earn enough 
to support his family. Some- 
one had to make a little ex- 
tra money to keep the family 
going. The 1948 worker was 
able to maintain the average 
modern living standard with 
less than thirty-five hours a 
week. 


We should be able to keep 


on making the same kind oJ 
progress, if we keep work- 
ing at it on the same fun da 
mental principle. This is thai 


1 a better life, in 'materia' 
terms, is won by better 
£oods and more of them for 
each hour of a worker's ef- 
fort. We would be only fool- 
ing ourselves if we should 
depart from that principle

PROGRAM FOR THE 


AGED 


The sick and aged we have 


always with 
us, yet how 


many states have worked 
out a careful plan for their 
care? Connecticut in 1945 
appointed a state commis- 
sion to develop -a program. 
The estimate was that 260,- 
000 inhabitants of the state 
were over 60, and at least 
one fifth of that number suf- 
fered from long illness. 


The commission f o u n d 


that relatives were 
taking 


care of many of the elderly 
and infirm, as they should 
do when possible. 
Others 


were in poorhouses. Mental 
hospitals housed many, in- 
pluding many old 
persons 


who were merely 
slightly 


confused and in no sense of 
the term mentally ill. Gener- 
al hospitals were far too few 
a.nd too small to meet the 
needs for physical ailments. 


More should be done, said 


the commission, then merely 
to house the helpless. A bet- 
ter medical service should be 
organized, and 
recreation 


.should be provided to keep 
the elderly in a wholesome 
mental state. 


' For all this a program is 


being devised, which other 
states m i g h t 
profitably 


•study. As the average age of 
our population is rising, this 
problem is going to get worse 
instead of better.

Navarro county voted a $650,00 
bond Issue for the oonstructlon o 
a county memorial hospital. Toda! 
County Judge Joe D. 
Huffstutle 


told members of tho Corsicana Ro- 
tary club that in all

bids for the new hospital woul( 
be let in about five weeks.

traced the hospital's history from

Th-i Judge said $250,000 was rals 


cd by popular subscription and tha 
the fedaral government promised 
$400,000 to make the $1,200,000 hos 
pital possible. As plans for this 
hospital were about completed, the 
government offered an additiona 
$400.000 which Increased the tota 
to $1,600,000. 
A nurses ho-.ie for 


28 and a possible nurses trainin; 
school was added to the plans anc 
the original hospital plans enlarged 
The fireproof, 100-bed hospital 


will be completed about 18 months 
after construction starts, Huff- 
stutler said. 
He described the 
hospital as being an off-center T 
shape with the cast wing shorter 
than the west.

The PMA executive also said 
that Navarro countians had until 
April 28 to release any acreage in 
cotton they do not intend to plant 
in 1950 for one year only, but the 
Increased acreage will be allowed 
again in 1951.

Melanoma Spread 
Clue Discovered 


PALO ALTO, Calif., April 13.— 


Iff")—A discovery which may ex- 
plain why malignant melanoma is 
such a deadly form of cancer was 
reported today by two Stanford 
University experimenters. 
Malignant melanoma is a kind 


of skin cancer which starts in 
pigmented 
moles 
and 
spreads 
through 
the body like -wildfire. 


This is puzzling because 
most 
skin cancers do not spread rap- 
idly and are the easiest ones to 
cure if taken in hand promptly. 
Dr. Victor C. Twltty and Dr. 
M. C. Niu found that the scaven- 
ger cells normally present in the 
blood stream of salamanders car 
turn into the pigment cells of 
the type which form moles. 
The inference is that if s some- 
thing in the system can cause 
the pigment cells in the mole to 
turn cancerous, it also can slm- 
larly affect the scavenger cells 
in the blood stream which turn 
into pigment carriers. 
Being in 
the blood stream instead of the 
skin, they are in position 
to 
reach all parts of the body quick- 
ly to spread their' malignancy. 
Dr. Twitty and Dr. Niu work- 
'ed with non-cancerous 
pigment 
cells and confined their tests to 
salai anders. 
Thus 
their 
work 


does hot prove that the process 
In humans is the same. However 
biologists 
often work with ani- 
mals on such problems as this 
. because of the known similarities 
In the functioning of cells in man 
and animal.

Important Duty Of Parents

Character development begins in 
the cradle. But it is something 
a child cannot be forced to learn 
before his growth and maturity 
make it possible. A parent who 
does not understand this may be 
seriously undermining the charac- 
ter growth of his child. 


The General Federation of Wo- 
man's 
Clubs, 
with 
over 
three 


million members in 63 countries, 
is about to start a world-wide ef- 
fort to make practical application 
of this principle. 
The movement 
is backed by the Palmer Founda- 
tion, a 
philanthropic enterprise 


established by C. E. Palmer, Tex- 
arkana, Texas, publisher, and Mrs. 
Palmer. 
As a first step, the Federation 
has just published a study en- 
titled "Parents Responsibility in 
Character Development." It was

Ha child learns at an early 
age to express himself without 
fear, says the study; to develop 
the impression that he is being 
loved and accepted; to undergo 
discipline as a learning process*! 
to make his own decisions and 
to take 
tho 
consequences 
of 
those decisions, he will be on 
his way to an enrichment 
of 
character as he grows. 
A child, says the study, "can- 


not feel kindly toward other peo- 
)le, and want to behave kindly 
n relation to them, until he has 
lad the experience of kindness 
himself. 
One of the ways 
in 
which he builds up this exper- 
ence is through the gentle, lov- 
ng care he receives from 
his 


>arents. If his parents leave him 
eeling insecure, he continues .to 
how big need in shyness or ag- 
gressiveness, in being too depend- 
snt upon his mother, in homesick-

We can tell when our children 
are growing toward good charac- 
ter, says the study, when we see 
that they have a genuine liking 
for other people, both children 
and grownups, and enjoy being 
with others. 
That's an Import- 


ant 
indication of 
good 
adjust- 


ment. 
At the same time they 


don't need other people around 
all the time to keep them happy. 
They 
can 
entertain themselves. 
They are 
neither over-sensitive 
or too dependent. 


Other signs that our children 
are adjusting properly, says 
the 


study, are: 
1. Their respect for 


other 
people's 
property 
and 


rights; 2. Their not hurting any- 
one's feelings purposely for any- 
thing: 3. Their getting over hav- 
ing tantrums 
when they can't 
have their own way; 4. 
Their 


ability and willingness to accept 


responsibility and their ability to 
face things pretty squarely and 
honestly. 


Above all else however, says 


tho study, the Important thing 
is for parents to realize 
what 
they need is n clear understand- 
ing of what makes (rood char- 
acter possible. They must real- 
izo that they 
have 
to create 
these conditions for themselves 
and that they can only 
help 


their children by being the kind 
of people they want their child- 
ren to become. 
(Not 
being able to be perfect 
people all at once, they 
must 


realize that 
growth should 
be 


their goal, not perfection. 
They 


can then think of their children 
as learners, and their mistakes 
as valuable steps in r,«eing more 
clearly the ways of creating the 
good they are seeking. 
Gradually parents will come to 
know the true meaning of love 
and the reality of the Golden Rule 
(Thirteenth chapter of First Cor- 
inthians) the capstone of the Pal- 
mer Foundation's objectives— 
."....Love suffereth long, 
and 
is kind; love envieth not; love 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up, doth not behave itself un-

Trend Of Investment Spending Is 
Offered As Good Business Indicator 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW 
YORK, April 13—Iff)—If 
you want to know what's 
ahead 


for business In general, watch the 
trend of investment spending. In 
the opinion of at least one busi- 
ness leader, that's a much safer 
guide. The estimate of future ex- 
penditures of an investment nature 
gives the average businessman with 
limited research facilities a short- 
cut method of tellinc whether 
times will be good or bad. This is 
the view of Prank D. Newbury, a 
retired director, vice president and 
economist of the Mestinshouse El- 
ectric Corp. 


He bases this on the belief that 
Investment 
spending 
variations 
have the greatest effect on the to- 
tal of the gross national product. 
If his short-cut ia to work: spend- 
ing for consumption goods and ser- 
vices must follow a normal pattern, 
•with personal savings neither ab- 
normally high nor low; and so 
much additions to personal liquid 
assets, with no major increase in 
consumer spending of past savings. 


Must Watch Ifs 


These are two big ifs and New- 
fcury says they must be taken into 


• account in business 
forecasting. 
"But usually a sufficiently 
close 
estimate of gross national product 
and of the trend of general busi- 
ness can be made from considera- 
tion of 
investment expenditures 
alone," Newbury says in a discus- 
sion of methods of forecasting gen- 
eral business conditions", just made 
for the Controllship Foundation. 
"Because the size of gross 
na- 
tional product gives a direct meas- 
ure and the most inclusive meas- 
ure of business activity, an estimate 
of the future size of gross national 
product is a forecast of the level 
of business," he lays 
Gross national product includes 
the production of the entire labor 
force, in farming, manufacturing, 
and in the service industries and 
occupations. It measures this 
In 
money, showing the effects of year- 
to-year price changes. 
. The other popular guide to busi- 


ness activity is the Federal Reserve 
Board's Index of Industrial Produc- 
tion. But Newbury points out that 
the index "covers less than one- 
third of the labor force, since it 
omits farmin-. construction labor 
on the site, and all the service in- 
dustries." 
Businessmen who would be fore- 
casters are advised to learn as much 
as they can about the investment 
plans of business firms and gox- 
ernment agencies—"fortunately, in- 
vestment plans take time to pre- 
pare and a still longer time to exe- 
cute", thus casting their shadow 
far in advance. 
There are six types of this invest- 
ment spending to watch: 
1. Private construction: 2. Pro- 
ducers' 
durable 
equipment; 3. 
Changes in business inventories; 4. 
Excess of goods and services ex- 
ported over corresponding imports; 
5. Federal government purchases 
from business, either for new con- 
struction or other items; and 6. 
State- and local government purch- 
ases from business. 
If the total of these can be ex- 
pected to increase, "it is logical to 
expect an increasing trend in gen- 
eral 
business activity", Newbury 
says.Projecting Cycles Dangerous 
On the other hand, the once wide- 
ly used forecasting method of pro- 
jecting the business cycle is a ques- 
tionable way to look into the busi- 
ness future, Newbury thinks, "be- 
cause 
the underlying forces and 
conditions that influence business 
as a whole are continually chang- 
ing."

the dream of an abundant mois- 
ture supply come true. 


Suppose a gullywasher of 6 or 
7 inches of rain an hour— an ex- 
tremely heavy rainfall almost any- 
where— strucX these soils. 
Most 
of it would run off. carrying top- 
soil with it. 


But the experiment 
station 
started 
rotating cotton, and Mad- 
rid clover. And he scientists found 
that Austin clay soil rotated with 
these crops will absorb rainfall 
at the rate of 7.54 inches an hour. 
Houston clay soaks up 4.9 inches 
of rain an hour. 
That is, the, first four inches 
absorb that much. 


What about that vital layer at 
the 8-10 inch level? Grass 
and 
Madrid clover roots rarely go be- 
low 4 inches. And it's the growth 
of the roots that loosens the land 
makes it porus. 


To answer the 8-10 level ques- 
tion, Dr. Johnston points to a big 
picture on his desk showing the 
root system of an evergreen clov- 
er plant. The roots of this plant 
reach deep into the soil, going be- 
yond 36 inches. 


This may solve the problem of 
getting rain to soak all the way 
into the soil with no runoff. Ro- 
tation of grass and Madrid clov- 
er would loosen the top 4 inchei. 
Fitting evergreen clover into the 
rotation might crack that crucial 
8-10 inch layer. 
\ 


This, the experimenters believe, 
will take care of all the water 
from just about as heavy a rain 
as ever falls in Central Texas. It 
would leave the rainwater down 
in the ground where crop roots 
could use it during the dry sum- 
mer months. 


The observers bring up the pos- 
sibility that there will be other 
benefits. 
"How about these wells 
which are going dry all over 
Central Texas?" they ask. "Isn't 
it possible that putting all of our 
rainfall into the soil would bring 
them back? Isnf it possible that 
we might build up our supply of 
round water to the point where 
springs which once bubbled out 
hundreds of gallons a minute 
ould flow again?'1

$296,440,000,

$173,013,000 during the same 1949 
period, the agriculture department 
said today. 


Others Show Gains 


The department also reported 


that 11 other states showe.d larger 
cash reclpts. Florida farmers' and 
growers' revenues jumped about 
40 per cent, $65,405,000 to $91,632,- 
000.

Top place in total Income, how- 


ever, went to 'Iowa; with' ?377,'078,- 
000 as against $389,907,000 for the 
1949 period. The Hawkeye farm- 
ers' big bundle of cash was rough- 
ly 80 million dollars more than 
was pocketed by Texans. 


After Texas, came Illinois, Cali- 


fornia and Minnesota to form the 
customary first five. Illinois farm- 
ers income added up to $273,576,- 
000 as against $228,790,000 in Jan- 
uary-February last year. Callforn-

$267,087,000 and Minnesota's $189,- 
044,000 up from $186,613,000.

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RELIGION MINUS MORALITY 
GRAVE PERIL TO THE PEOPLE 


Most Modern Of Ancient Hebrew Prophet 
Speaks Anew Today—Amos And His Mes 
sage Fit Perfectly Into Present Life— 
Righteousness and Social Justice His Theme; 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 
and EARL L. DOUGLASS. 


In this timely lesson we meet 
tne of the most modern figures in 
the entire Bible—Amos, the shep- 
herd-prophet. His message is today 
being echoed by thousands 
of 
preachers, professors, 
reformers, 


and social workers. His little book, 
written about the middle of the 
eighth century B. C., is as contem- 
porary as if It were one of the 
new volumes on social problems at 
present pouring from the presses. 
Amos sounds the word for our 
times, the great truth of social 
justice.Divtno Measurement. 


The prophet pictures the Lord 
standing beside a \vall with 
a 


plumb-line in His hand. 
It is a 
graphic figure by which 
Amos 
conveys 
to his 
generation 
the 
prdesiding presence of God over 
the affirs of individuals and na- 
tions. God stands with a plumb- 
line 
checking upon 
the 
moral 
straightness of all He has creat- 
ed. It is well for us to note also 
that a plumb-line as it measures 
always rimes down from above. 
We have got so into the habit of 
speaking of man as the measure 
of all things, that we forget that 
the fina! arbiter is God. 


Mora.lity apart 
from 
religious 


faith is unstable. God alone is the 
Author of goodness. The plumb- 
line comes down from above 
to 
measure 
our moral 
straightness 
and that of our generation. This 
Amos was an ordinary poor man, 
one of the plain people. He had 


gathering to the north and eas 
soon to break upon them as th 
Assyrian invasion. 
Shadow Without Substance. 


To make matters worse, thes 


decadent and enervated Hebrew 
gave outward allegiance to th 
observance of worship. They hole 
along

no real relation to character an 
conduct. 


Dwelling near the cross-roac 


of the world, Amos had observe' 
with quiet, discerning eyes, th 
course of the countries that in 
pinged upon Israel. 
He undei 
stood that Jehovah is a great Go 
who holds nations as well as in 
dividuals to account. 
He dare 


affirm that political events hav 
a spiritual significance. He p'u 
his finger on the rotten spots o 
the life of his people and calle 
sins by their real names. Th 
natural adornments of his mes 
sage 
were 
the 
figures 
whic 


would occur to the workingman 
and to a dweller amid the vas 
spaces of the open air. 
Scholars tell us that the Ian 
guage of Amo3 in the origina 
Hebrew is both very simple anc 
very sublime, resembling the sim 
pie literary grandeur 
of 
John 
Bunyan. 


It had the heights and horizons 
the stars and the seas, of his own 
experience. It was a message burn 
ing with earnestess and pouring 


none of the benefits of the schools | out of tne heart of an elementa 
and he was not the parroter of [ man 
precedents 
and 
formulas. 
His 
only diploma was the weight ol 
his words. But he had been train- 
ed in a better school. 
Lonely 
days and nights in the desert had 
matured 
his faculties. The 
soft, 
silent, velvet nights of the wil- 
derness, with their stars of splen- 
dor, had spoken to him. 
Tekoa 


his home, on the edge of the Dead 
Sea depression, is almost 
three 
thousand feet above sea level, and 
more than 
twice that distance 
above the valley into which he 
daily looked. Life on the heights 
had given sweep and horizon to 
his vision. 


History spoke to him from the 
neighboring uplands of Moab, of 
Jerusalem, 
Mizpah, and Hebron, 


a.q well as the marts of the nearby 
cities to which he wandered afoot. 
All of his thinking was of the 
clear, uncomplicated kind which 
marks the man of lowly calling. 
Muck Like Today. 
.Our day is seeing many authors 
find artists, without any formal 
education, springing to the fore- 
front of public attention. 
Amos, 
first of the writing prophets 
of 
Israel, was one such. To the na- 
bobs of his day. he was a despised 
nobody, a mere workingman whose 
clothes smelled of his sheep, and 
of the ground on which he often 
slept beneath the stars. We can 
scarcely overstate the ordinariness 
of this man Amos. He had no of- 
ficial standing whatever as a re- 
ligious teacher. It was easy for 
the priest Amaziah to order such 
an uncouth figure out of Bethel. 
Both the northern and southern 
kingdom of the Jews 
had come 
upon a period of peace and pros- 
perity. The wealthy and the em- 
mirient had "gone soft." 
Luxury, 
sensuality, and all self-indulgence 
were their main Interests. As has 
been the case with their class in 
all ages, they felt that because 
they were rich and 
safe 
would always be so. 
they 


Their 
selfishness 
inevitably 
found expression in exploitation 
of the poor, in the corruption of 
business, in bribery, oppression, 
*nd immorality. 
Engrossed 
in 
•their own carnal pursuits, 
the 
leaders of the people gave no heed 
to the ominous cloud that. was

10 days.

added it would be September or 
October before these improvements 
could be completed.
